This is a great epoch in 
the life of anyone. It is in- 
deed a heroic act to bravely 
turn away from sin and ac 
cept Jesus Christ as the 
Savior of men. Such an act 
often draws the fire of criti- 
cism and raillery from those 
who were once friends and 
associates. Many have been 
_ dragged back into sin because 
of not being sufficiently 
heroic to stem the tide and 
bravely battle through the 
onslaught of Satan and his 
noisy host. 


But many valiant sons and 
daughters of Jehovah have 
succeeded in their attempt to 
make a successful landing and 
bravely held on to their new 
found joy and are counted in 
the rsnks of the redeemed. 
Yes, indeed, it is a great 
thing to be converted, to turn 
about and move gracefully in 
the opposite direction. In 
fact this is one of the most if 
not the most valiant act in 
the drama of life. 

The word “sanctified” 
seems to carry with it too 
great a meaning for many. 
In many cases people are 
willingly ignorant of the 
term. ‘They profess a high 
state of intelligence about ev-

come to the supernatural 
dealing with the carnal mind, 
the old man, the Adamic na- 
ture or the “prone to wander 
Lord I feel it” disposition,

Wiseman knows anything 
about it or not, it is just as 
real and remains a Gibraltar 
fact just the same as if they 
knew all about it and could 
dissect it as they do the ele- 
ments of creation. People 
do get sanctified in the very 
face of the critics and hosts 
of demons that swarm around 
the minds of unbelievers. 
The carnal mind is destroyed, 
the old man is killed, the 
adamic nature is dragged out 
by the roots, and the “prone 
to wander, Lord I feel it” 
disposition is so changed that 
it becomes necessary to call 
for another poet to compose 
a new song because the old 
one will not do any more. 


“Prone to love Thee Lord 1 


feel it, prone to serve the 


God I love.” 


The first experience deals 
with the transgressions and 
sins sommitted, and the sec- 
ond experience deals with 
the cause of those transgres- 
sions and sins. When a 
physician is called he usually 
makes an effort to stop the 
pain and suffering and after- 
ward tries to remove the 
cause of the suffering. Not 
until one’s sins are forgiven 
does the sinner try to have 
the cause removed. Not un- 
til one accepts Jesus as his 
Savior can he goto Him 
without the camp to be 
cleansed from the cause of 
all sins or transgressions. 


(Heb. 13:12, 13—1 Jno. 1:9.) 


Our subject also calls for 
another experience. Many 
do not want a real experi- 
ence of salvation, they only 
want that cold formal cere- 
monial sort of religion that is 
only a voluntary humility 
(Col. 2:18) and looked upon 
as something zefined and 
beautiful in appearance. But 
there are millions of earth’s 
inhabitants that are tired and 
sick and even disgusted with 
the systems that call forth 
only the intellectual powers 
for the service of God. There 
is a constant gnawing at their 
hearts. Nothing they try 
will satisfy them. Excite-

ment takes the place and oc- 
cupies them for a few min- 
utes or hours, but soon they 
feel worse than before. 
What is the matter with 
them? It is the Holy Ghost 
at work for that is a part of 
His mission. 

After one has been con- 
verted and sanctified wholly 
he is then ready to be bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost. 
This, too, is a real, definite 
experience following the ex- 
perience of heart cleansing 
or sanctification. While these 
experiences may follow each 
other in quick succession yet 
they are three distinct steps 
or experiences just the same 
as if they were miles or years 
apart. God with His infinite 
wisdom and ability has ar- 
ranged these thus, and not a 
few are today rejoicing be- 
cause He has so wonderfully 
revealed and imparted them 
to His children. 

One of the great beauties 
and glories in this last ex- 
perience is that it is always 
accompanied with the speak- 
ing in other tongues as_ the 
Spirit gives utterance. No 
one is ever beptized with the 
Holy Ghost without speaking 
with tongues according to in- 
structions given by Jesus and 
the apostles. People some- 
times claim to have been 
baptized with the Holy 
Ghost and did not speak 
with tongues, but they are 
mistaken and deceived. 

With our finite minds we 
will never know the supreme 
greatness of these three won- 
dertul experiences. But this 


jis not all there is to a Chris- 


tian life. Itis only the be- 
ginning. When the Holy 
Ghost comes He begins to 
instruct and teach. If we 
are apt scholars in His school 
we can progress rapidly, but 
if we are dull and neglectful 
of our duty our progress will 


be proportionately slow. 
It is not infrequent that our 


minds hinder the progress. 
We think we know, and will 
not be quiet while He in- 
structs. We sometimes want 
to do the teaching as if we 
know more than the Teacher. 
He would have us patient 
and gentle, but we are often 
too much the opposite. He 





would have us serene and 
quiet, humble and submis- 
sive, but we are apt to want 
to dominate over others. 


There ‘is that disposition 
to hold those off at arms’ 
length and treat them cold 
that do not measure up to 
our ideals. This disposition 
has to be removed and re- 
placed with one that will 
love the unlovable, show a 
warmth’ toward those who 
may be in error or have gone 
astray, and win them back 
by tenderness and kindness. 
That hard, harsh disposition 
has to be mellowed into a 
tender loving influeuce that 
will burn its way into the 
hearts of the hardest and 
most rebellious natures. 


A story is told of a man 
who gloried in showing his 
importance and took a de- 
light in making people afraid 
of him. He took his place 
one day in the middle of a 
public passage and as he 
waved his club and boasted 
of his strength demanded the 
people to go around. One

This would prevent many 
of the heart aches that the 
weaker ones are carrying 
from day to day. And those 
who seem to delight to treat 
some erring one cold, or re-, 
fuse to take their hand and 
speak to them kindly, will 
some day reap what they 
have sowed. Brother, sis- 
ter, be kind and gentle tow- 
ard that one that does not 
measure up to your ideal. 
No, we do not want to tol- 
erate sin, but be careful how 
you deal with the guilty one 
lest you drive him away in- 
to discouargement and de- 
spair. Hate the sin, but love 
the sinner. 


After people are convert- 
ed, sanctified and filled with 
the Holy Ghost, continued 
prayer and cultivation must 
follow if we reach that state 
of perfection to which we 
aspire, and while I really be- 
lieve our people as a whole

flesh”-is concerned and re- 
newed throughout in Christ. 


In these last few -years 
great stress has been laid on 
the doctrine of the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, with the 
evidence of speaking in 
tongues; and truly this isa 
very important subject. But 
I find that there are also oth- 
er things in the Word that are 
important.

does not put us where we 
will not make mistakes; it 
does not put us where we 
cannot sin or fall away and 
be lost; it does not put us 
where we will never get sick. 
And now let us breath a 
prayer that God will open 
our understanding. Oh, our 
God teach us thy word, let 
the light of the Holy Spirit 
shine on thy truth, help us to 
see our privileges in Christ 
Jesus, as thou dost open thy 
word to us, help us to walk 
in the light. Oh, make us 
perfect as thou art perfect. 
Oh, our mighty Heavenly 
Father let a tidal wave of 
thy glory and love sweep
